G.S.R. 1136. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules relating the method of 
recruitment to ihe post of Audit Officer in the Department 
of Company Affairs, namely. — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Department of Company Affairs (Audit Offi- 
cer) Recruitment Rules, 1972, 

(2) These rules shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 


2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 

of the post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification, etc. — 

The method of recruitment, age limit, qualification and 
other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law ap- 
plicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per' 
son from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing; and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public .Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or 
category of persons. 

7. Savings. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation 
and other concession required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method 0 / recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions. — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified 
in columns 3 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid; Provided that 
the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitments may 
be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Sche- 
duled Castes or Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders of the Central 
Government issued from time to time. 


5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts; 


Provided that the Central Government may, jf satisfied, 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person lrom the operation of this rule. 


6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect of any class or 
category of persons. 


7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation! 
and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

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Draft Regulations 

1 . These regulations may be called the Coal Mines 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1972. 

2 . For regulation 35 of the Coal Mines Regulations. 
1957, the following regulation shall be substituted, name- 
ly:— 

"35. Appointment of surveyors. — (1) At every mine, one 
or more persons not less than 23 years of age and holding 
a Surveyor’s Certificate shall be appointed to be the Sur- 
veyor for carrying out the surveys and levellings and for 
preparing the plans and sections required under the Act 
or the regulations, or orders made thereunder. 

(2) No person shall be appointed as a surveyor of moro 
than one mine or in any other capacity in the same mine, 
without the previous permission in writing of the Regional 
Inspector and subject to such conditions as specified there- 
in The Regional Inspector may at any time by an order 
it writing, revoke such permission; 

Provided that such permission may be granted only 
when the average monthly output of the mine does not 
exceed 2,500 tonnes. 

(3) (a) The number of surveyors required to be appointed 
shall be on the following scale: 

The average monthly output No. of Surveyors . 

in tomes. 

8,000 tonnes and below One 

Above 8,000 toones .... One for every addi- 

tional 15,000 tonnes or part thereof. 

Provided that for calculating the output of the mine only 
half the output in the mine obtained from the depillaring 
operations or from the opencast mines shall be taken into 
consideration. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything contained m this regu- 
lation the Regional Inspector may by an order in writing 
and subject to such conditions as he may specify therein, 
permit or require the appointment of surveyors in vari- 
ation of these provisions. 

(4) If a time has more than one surveyor each shall 
carry the duties and the responsibilities of the surveyor for 
the part or section of the mine to be assigned in writing 
by the owner, agent or manager: 

Provided that the owner, agent or manager shall ap- 
point one of the surveyors to be responsible for the pre- 
paration and maintenance of the plans required to be pre- 
pared and maintained under these regulations who shall 
also be responsible for co-ordination and overall supervis- 
ion of surrey work in the mine.

“Provided that, if direct recruit holds a hen, or would 
hold the lien, had his lien not been suspended, on a per- 
manent post, under the rules applicable to him prior to his 
appointment to the Indian Forest Service, — 

(a) his initial pay shall be regulated as follows: — 

(i) he shall, during the period of probation draw the 
pay of the permanent post, if it is more than the 
minimum of the junior scale; 

iii) on confirmation in the Indian Forest Service; 

(1) if he was holding a Class I post before appoint- 
ment to the Indian Forests Service, his pay shall be 
fixed at the same stage as the pay in the Class I 
post if there be such a stage in the junior scale 
admissible to a member of the Service, or at 
the next lower stage if there is no such stage in 
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the junior scale admissible to a member of the 
Service, where the pay so fixed in the Indian 
Forest Service is less than his pay in the Class I 
post, he shall be allowed the difference as 
personal pay to be absorbed in future increments; 
and 

(2) if he was holding a post lower than a Class I 
post, his pay shall be fixed at a stage next above 
the pay nationally arrived at by increasing his 
pay in respect of the lower post by one increment 
at the stage at which such pay had accrued; 

(b) he shall, however cease to earn any increments in the 
junior scale, until, having regard to his length of service, he 
becomes entitled to a higher pay: 

Provided further that he shall draw the pay admissible 
under rule 7 if that is more than the pay referred to in the 
preceding proviso."

vacancies reserved for direct recruitment at the time of their 
recruitment.

Where 75 percent of the substsfitive vacancies are reserved 
for the appointment of persons included in the Select List for 
the Grade and 25 per cent for direct recruitment, each direct 
recruit shall be ranked below three persons appointed from 
the Select List. Where the quotas for these two categories 
arc 81 1 1 3 percent and 16 2[3 percent respectively every 
direct recruit shall be ranked below five persons appointed 
from the Select List. Tf, however, for anv reason, a direct

G.S.R. 1156. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of re- 
cruitmcni to the post of Staff Car Driver in the Head 
Quarters olilce of the Inland Water Transport Directorate, 
Now Delhi, under the Ministry of Shipping and Transport,

1. Short title and commencement — (1) These rules may be 
called the Inland Water Transport Directorate Staff Car Driver 
Recruitment Rules, 1972.

Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. — > 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 
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Provided that the upper age limit, specified for direct re- 
cruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories in accordance with the orders of the 
Central Government issued from time to time, 

5 . Disqualifications, — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 


applicable to such person and the other party to the matri- 
age and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 


6, Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 


7 . Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other categories in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

New Delhi, the 28 th August 1972 

G.S.R. 1161. — In exercise of the powers conferred bv Sec- 
tion 7 of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules fur- 
ther to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely: — 

1 . These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph 
(Seventh Amendment) Rules, 1972. 


2. They shall come into force at once. 

3. In rule 164 of the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951 for 
clauses (a) and (b), the following clauses shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

(a) ‘A’ message drafts of inland telegrams booked at 
the Combined Offices, other than those referred to 
in clauses (c), fd) and (e), shall he retained In the 
concerned telegraph offices of origin for a period 
of two months and shall, thereafter, be sent to the 
Telegraph Check Office, where with the exception 
of ‘A’ message drafts referred to in clause (b). 
they may be destroyed, if no longer required for 
any specific purpose. 

‘A’ message drafts of the inland telegrams booked at the 
Central Telegraph Offlces/Departmcntal Telegraph office 
other than those referred to in clauses (b) (i), (c) and fd) 
shall be preserved in the concerned telegraph offices of ori- 
gin for the periods, specified below and then destroyed, If 
no longer required for any specific purpose, namely: — 

(1) ‘A 1 message drafts of inland telegrams excepting 
Telegraph Money Order advices shall be presrved 
for three months from the date of booking. 

2) ‘A 1 message draft of Telegraph Money Order ad- 
vices shall be preserved for six months reckoned 
from the beginning of the month following that in 
which the telegrams were booked, 

(b) (i) ‘A’ message drafts of frontier telegraph offices 
relating to Indo-Ceylon, Indo-Pakistan, Indo-Bangladesh and 
Indo-Nepal messages after receipt in Telegraph Check Office 
shall be preserved for a period of 6 months reckoned from 
the beginning of the month following that in which the tele- 
grams were booked and may then be destroyed, if no longer 
required for any specific purpose. 

(b) (ii) The ‘A’ message drafts of telegraph money order 
advices of Combined offices shall, after receipt in Telegraph 
Check Office, be preserved for a period of 6 months reckoned 
from the beginning of the month following that in which 
the telegrams were booked, and may then be destroyed, if 
no longer required for any specific purpose.
